THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE. 


‘To the Inhabitants of the Town of Troy in the County of Cheshire, 
im said State, qualified to vote in town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the town hall in said Troy, 
on Tuesday, the ninth day of March next,.at ten of the clock, in 
the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects: 

Article 1. To choose all necessary town officers for the year 
ensuing. 

Art. 2. To raise and appropriate such sums of money as may 
be necessary to defray town charges for the ensuing year. 

Art. 3. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary for 
the support of the poor. 

Art. 4. ‘To raise such sums of money as may be necessary for 
repairing highways and bridges, and to see if the town will vote to 
apply for state aid and permanent improvement of highways, 1m. 
accordance with an act of the legislature of 1905. 

Art. 5. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary for 
the public hbrary in addition to the sum required by law. 

Art. 6. To see if the town will vote to raise such sums of 
money as may be necessary for free band concerts for the ensuing 
year. 

Art. 7. To see if the town will vote and appropriate money 
for sidewalks. 

Art. 8. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary for 
the observance of Memorial Day, and choose a committee to have 
charge of the same. 


Art. 9. To see if the town will vote and appropriate money 
for the observance of the One Hundredth Anniversary of the town, 
and appoint a committee to have charge of the same. 

Art. 10. To see if the town will vote to allow a discount of 
2% upon all taxes paid previous to July 5th, of the current year, 
and instruct the collector to collect all poll taxes before May 1, 1915. 

Art. 11. To see if the town will vote and appropriate money 
for a street sprinkler. 

Art. 12. ‘To see if the town will instruct the selectmen to 
issue a book of the invoice and taxes of the town and distribute 
them to the property owners, and appropriate money for the same. 

Art. 13. To see if the town will vote to imstruct the select- 
men to sell by auction one old hearse, one old road machine, one 
sled, one dump cart, town meadow, ete. 

Art. 14. To hear the report of the committee on water supply 
and take any action in relation thereto.

COMMITTEE ON WATER SUPPLY. 


During the past season the committee secured the services of 
Arthur W. Dudley, of Dudley & Sawyer, Manchester, N. H., an 
engineer of considerable experience in installing water systems in 
New Hampshire, as well as outside the state, to make a survey and 
estimates from the proposed source near the base of Monadnock 
mountain. ‘The estimate of Mr. Gay, the engineer previously con- 
sulted, placed the proposed cost at about sixty thousand dollars, 


which seemed prohibitive. The report and estimate of Mr. Dudley 


is appended herewith. ‘The estimate of Mr. Gay included a large 
storage reservoir on Hast Hill, which is eliminated by Mr. Dudley, 
which largely reduces the expense. 

We also append the report of the state chemist regarding the 
two proposed sources of supply. 

One hundred and fifty dollars was appropriated for the ex- 
penses of the committee. Ninety-one dollars has been expended in 
getting the survey and estimates. 

We have also secured the passage through the present legisla- 
ture of an act enabling the town to take any and all measures neces- 
sary to install a water supply.

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REPORT OF STATE CHEMIST. 


On June 28, | visited Troy and inspected two sources under 


consideration in connection with the introduction of a public water 
supply system. 

These sources are (a) Mitchell Brook, southwest of the village, 
and (b) Fassett Brook, having its origin to the northeast at the base 
of Mt. Monadnock. Previous to this date, samples had also been 
collected from three other brooks, viz., Whitcomb, Dexter and 
Ratikan, but these sources have since been eliminated from con- 


sideration. A survey was made of the Mitchell brook proposition. 


some ten years ago, and some engineering data is therefore available 
with regard to this source. Fassett brook is as yet unsurveyed. 

This town is much in need of a water system, many of the 
available wells having been condemned as polluted. A certain 
amount of fire protection is at present to be had from a pond in 
conjunction with a fire pump installed in one of the shops. This 
pond, however, is badly sewage-polluted and as there is no other pond 
available, water supply is a matter of either sinking wells and con- 
structing a pumping system, or the installation of a gravity system 
from one of the brooks, the latter being the plan miost favored at 
present. 3 

I drove completely around Mitchell brook, going above the 
head waters. The whole territory included in this watershed 
consists of dense woodland down to the point where the dam for the 
upper reservoir would be constructed. This is at a point about one 


ee 
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and one-half miles from the village, and a dam to afford a storage 
here of 1,000,000 gallons would imvolve a head of about 300 feet, it 
is estimated. In order to save the expense of putting in a full sized 
distributing main from this point it is proposed to conduct the 
water from here to a point about 1,000 feet from the village through 
a small 6-inch feed pipe. This second, or distributing reservoir, the 
size of which is planned for 2,000,000 gallons, would not be located 
upon the brook, but would be deflected therefrom to a plot of land 
40 or 50 feet higher up than such brook. In this way, the water of 
Dexter brook, a tributary of objectional character, as well as all that 
from the lower watershed of Mitchell brook, would be eliminated 
from this system. 

The installation of a supply ‘from this source, as also from the 
Fassett brook source, would, | am assured, involve thorough strip- 
ping of all the surface growth on the territory to be inundated. 

(b) My inspection shows that the watershed at the head 
waters of Fassett brook is much more open land, being largely pas-' 
turige. While this is the only objectionable sanitary feature, ap- 
parentlysattaching to this source, still I am informed that but few 
cattle are now pastured in this locality and it seems quite prohable 
that through the purchase of the land and fencing for a sufficient 
distance back, this objection could be remedied without any great 
expense or difficulty. Here, also, two reservoirs would be con- 
structed, partly to avoid the expense of laying large pipe, also 
because of the pressure otherwise involved in direct draft from the 
proposed point of intake. This first dam would be constructed at a 
point three and one-half miles from the village, the second, about 
one and seven-tenths miles therefrom. There are two or three 
cottages located on this watershed, though well back from the brook 
in each case. 

In connection with a selection from the two sources mentioned 


a number of factors are to be considered: First, quality. Analvsis 
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of the single samples thus far collected (May 15) show:

It will be noted that the Fassett brook water is very much better 
as regards appearance, there being nearly six times more color in 
the other source. In this respect, also in the low organic content, 
the Fassett brook water is of exceptional excellence, while That from 
Mitchell brook, as represented by this particular sample, is below 
the average, as to color, of our New Hampshire surface waters. 
Aside from the criticism previously mentioned, Fassett brook could 
be unquestionably depended upon as affording a highly satisfactory 
supply as to quality. On the other hand, aside from the degree of 
color, the composition of Mitchell brook water is not unsatisfactory 
and will compare favorably, as to organic content, with our other 
surface supplies. It is unfair to base judgment of any surface water 
upon a single analysis; and while it is certain that the Mitchell 
brook will at all times carry more color than the other, yet it should 
be borne in mind that the stripping treatment, in conjunction with 
reservoir storage, may be expected to reduce the brown tint some- 
what. It might also be pointed out that because of the more highly 
vegetated character of the latter source, there is much more risk of 
possible difficulty at times from odor and taste due to the develop- 
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ment of organisms. It would be well, pending final selection, to 
have further samples from both sources analyzed. 

Second, quantity. It is believed that at first the number of 
families taking water from a public system would not exceed 100, 
and that the daily consumption would be less than 50,000 gallons. 
I am informed that the engineer who made the survey of Mitchell 
brook claims that this source-can be depended upon to afford a 
sufficient volume of water at all time, in conjunction with a storage 
reservoir. Without seeking to question this judgment, yet it may 
be stated that the fiow at this time seems rather slight and as such 
has, I believe, never been actually measured, it would seem to be 
desirable to put in a weir and take measurements. 

The same recommendation is applicable to Fassett brook; for 
though the flow in this brook at present is of considerably greater 
volume than in the other, yet as this source is altogether from 
springs in high land, much of which is open, the possibility of a 
greatly reduced flow at times of drouth should not be overlooked. 

Third, expense. Because of the increased length of pipe line 
necessitated, the Fassett brook proposition would be the more expen- 
sive of the two, the actual difference in expense having been roughly 
estimated at as much as $20,000 in favor of the Mitchell brook 
project. ‘This difference, to be sure, if correct, represents a large 
item to a town the size of Troy; and yet, if we were warranted in 
assuming that the above analysis afford a permanently correct rep- 
resentation as regards the difference in quality, I am of the opinion 
that unless it would mean the imposition of an unwarrantably great 
financial burden upon the town, the increased satisfaction which 
would accrue from the Fassett brook supply would thoroughly 
justify the extra expense. This a matter for local decision, and as 
already suggested, to assist in arriving at a decision, further analysis 
should be made.

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REPORT OF ENGINEER.

Dear Sirs :— 

1 enclose an estimate for a water system, for your town, eover- 
ing and affording ample fire protection, that will be satisfactory to 
the Fire Insurance Underwriters, for every part of your village. 
This estimate is based on the use of modern wood-stave steel-bound 
pipe for the supply line from the source to the village, and cast iron 
pipe for the distribution system. It also provides for an ample 
supply of hydrants, probably more than you at first thought neces- 


sary. Considerable experience in such matters has proved to my 


mind the fact that it is more economical to put in hydrants nearer 
together, than it is to purchase and keep on hand a large amount 
of hose, which at best is short lived and expensive. Besides, the 
friction developed in a line of hose is far greater than that in a 
pipe line, and you consequently get a much stronger fire stream 
through a short than through a long line of hose. 

it also provides for an ample supply of gate valves, blow-offs, 
etc., and for 100 services. In making this estimate, I was not fully 
informed regarding the amount and location of the existing pipe 
lines of your present dry pipe system. I have therefore, where I was 
in doubt regarding an existing pipe, figured on a new one, and 
consequently have probably included a small amount that is already 
provided for, and a careful investigation will therefore reduce the 
estimate for the distribution system. In all of the various items 
included I have made a price slightly higher than present quotations

on material, or on the average price paid this season to contractors 
for similar work, so that you can, for the purpose of knowing the 
limit of cost, rely upon it. , 

The use of wood-stave pipe in your supply line will save you 
some over $3000 from the cost of cast iron pipe of the same sizes, 
and give you as good and in some respects a better result. This 
pipe comes fully guaranteed for a long term of years, and for this 
purpose is in my opinion, if properly laid, fully as durable as is 
east iron pipe. It develops less friction, does not scale on its inside 
surface, and consequently the same sizes of pipe carry more water 
than do cast iron, particularly after long usage; it is also less sus- 
ceptible to frost than in cast iron pipe, and need not be laid: as deep. 

In arranging a distribution system, I see no good reason for 
‘materially changing the sketch No. 5 of Mr. Gay. It covers the 
sround fully, and as there are numerous circuits, 6-inch pipes for 
all of the streets not now piped are big enough. In Mr. Gay’s plan, 
which apparently arranges to take water from nearly the same 
locality, that we figure on, he plans for a reservoir near the 
village, and to get onto a proper location adds over 1,000 feet to the 
supply line. ‘This increase, with, the added cost of a distributing 
reservoir, would probably add at least $5000 to $6000 to the cost 
of the system. ‘The advantages of such a reservoir are claimed to 
be that the water is near by in sufficient quantity for fire purposes, 
that it is drawn through a shorter line of pipe, and develops less 
friction, that there is less pipe between the reservoir and_ the 
hydrants exposed to possible leakage, or other damage, etc. In my 
own experience I have found that most of these claims are, in cases 
like yours, negligible. 

At Pembroke, N. H., we draw 14 miles direct from Pleasant 
pond-in Deerfield, N. H., using the wood pipe. And I have con- 
structed at least a dozen similar systems, and as yet heard of no 
trouble. | |

Dear Dr. Stone :— ; 

We graduate a pipe line to fit certain conditions, which are 
never alike in any two water systems. The available head and dis- 
tance which determine the size of the pipes, particularly in the sup- 
ply lines. You have a more than ordinary high head, and can there-. 
fore get the same, or a better resultant fire pressure than most 
towns with less head cguld get with larger pipe lines. In my 
opinion, based on a pretty extended experience, the 12-inch and 
10-inch combination will give you an excellent fire service; one that 
will fully pass the underwriters’ inspection and warrant the full re- 
duction in insurance rates. You will have from 90 to 110 pounds 
static pressure at all parts of the village. 

A fire stream from a hydrant under 100 pounds static pressure, 
with fifty feet of 2 1-2-inch hose attached and discharging through 
an inch nozzle, will throw about.260 gallons per minute, and not 
reduce the pressure more than four or five pounds. Of course each 
additional fire stream added increases this reduction of pressure in 
proportion as the resultant friction increases. It will differ more 
or less for every individual hydrant. But five streams under the 
above conditions ought not to reduce the pressure to less than 65 to 
70 pounds at the most unfavorable location. This is an excess 
estimate, and a test will no doubt give better results; it almost 
always does in my experience. There is a good deal less friction in 
a wood stave than in a cast iron pipe.

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REPORT OF STATE TAX COMMISSION, 1914. 


INCREASE IN PUBLIC EXPENDITURES. 


No power has constituted the members of the tax ecommis- 
sion guardians of the public in respect to expenditures for the 
support of government, and they have no disposition to assume 
that role. Nevertheless, ‘‘economy being a most essential vir- 
tue in all states,’’ and it being ‘‘the duty of legislators and 
mavistrates  *')°% to countenance and inculeate the prin- 
eiples of * * economy,’’ all as set forth in the constitu- 
tion of this state, the commissioners believe themselves to be 
amply justified in urging,-as they have so often urged before, 
the importance of this subject upon the voters of the state. The 
public revenue, state and municipal, is the voters’ business and 
they are responsible, directly or indirectly, for every extrav- 
agance affecting it from the inception to the termination of the 
fund. 

Every compulsory contribution levied by public authority 
upon people or property is in the broad sense of the term a tax, 
nor is it made less obnoxious or burdensome if called a fee or a 
fine. In the figures that follow therefore, all fees, fines and 
other exactions, if any, are included with the taxes upon polls 
and estates. To illustrate the comparative importance of the 
two classes, it may be said that the taxes upon polls and estates 
represent about 95 per cent. and all other income about 5 per 
cent. of the total revenue of the state, and of the counties, 
cities, towns, districts and precincts therein. 

Taxes as defined above have increased by leaps and bounds 
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in recent years. In 1903 the sum of all the taxes assessed by 
and within the state of New Hampshire was $5,373,420.22; in 
1913 it was $8,765,039.07, an increase of $3,391,618.85, or 63 
per cent., in ten years. But these figures do not adequately 
represent the velocity the upward movement has now attained. 
To show that, it 1s necessary to divide the ten-year period: The 
levy in 1908 was $924,388.79, or 17 per cent. greater than in 
1908, while that in 1913 was $2,467,230.06, or 39 per cent. 
ereater than in 1908. By so much did the advance in the last 
- half of said period exceed that in the first half. These figures 
will be the more alarming if it is remembered that while taxes 
already sufficiently heavy were advancing 63 per cent., the pop- 
ulation of the state increased only about 4 1-2 per cent., and. 
while the one was advancing 39 per cent., the other increased 
only about 2% per cent. 

It is instructive to study the subject from another angle. 
In the ten years from 1904 to 1913, both inclusive, the annual 
increase in all taxes defined and limited as above was as fol- 
lows:

The average yearly increase for the whole period was 
$336,561.85. The upward trend is more plainly shown, how- 
ever, by dividing, as before, the ten-year period in the middle 
and considering the halves separately. For the first five years 
the average annual increase was $184,877.764 for the last five 
years it was $493,446.01. It is surely pertinent to consider 
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how long the little state of New Hampshire, almost stationary 
in Wealth, can sustain a tax already burdensome and increas- 
ing at the rate of practically half a milhon dollars a year with- 
out erippling her industries and impoverishing her people. 
Plainly it is a condition not calculated to attract capital from 
without the state or to encourage business within the same. 

From the per capita standpoint the situation is not less dis- 
turbing. In 19038 there were assessed $12.88 in taxes for each. 
man, woman and child in the state. Five years later there were 
assessed $14.75 for each individual, and in five years more 
$20.09. If in 1918 taxes had been equally distributed among all 
the people it would have meant a burden of $100 for each fam- 
-ily of five members. Though in reality there was little such 
equality in the assessment there was much in the payment. 
The fact is that those who occupy, use or consume property, 
no matter who owns it, are those who in the last analysis pay 
most, if not all, of the taxes thereon. If the wage earner or the 
man of limited means understood he was in reality paying 
something like $100 a year in state and municipal and half as 
much more in federal taxes for the government of himself, his 
wife and three children, his influence and his vote would more 
frequently make for economy in appropriations and expend- 
itures than heretofore. 

No statistics for the year 1914 appear in the above para- 
eraphs for the reason that they are not yet at hand except in 
part.

The first alarm, April 11th, was for a brush fire near the quar- 
ry. No damage. 

May 31. Fire in the house of Matt Dooley. Damage mostly 
from water, about $300. 

June 23. A brush fire started in dry slash on the Brennan 
farm. A large number of men were sent up and the fire quickly put 
out. No damage. 

July 24. The Schnell house, so-called, was severely damaged 
by fire, burning of second story and roof. Loss, about $2,000. 

Noy. 8. Fire was discovered about 3 o’clock a. m. in the barn 
of Mrs. E. F. Kimball, completely destroying barn and contents, in- 
cluding two horses, hay and wagons belonging to C. W. Whitney, 
and long shed between barn and house. At same time the barn of 
A. C. Dort located about sixteen feet north of the Whitney-Kimball 
barn took fire and was a total loss with contents. The hydrant lne 
from the blanket mills installed about ten years ago proved its worth 
as an investment on this occasion. 

The pumps were ready and efficient. A half dozen streams 
ready instantly stayed the flames and headed off a possible con- 
flagration. 

The department was thus enable to do most efficient work and 
saved both houses connected with the barns. Loss about $6,000. 

Oct. 5. A small brush fire on the Parrent place. 

Also fifteen chimney fires attended by the firemen. 

Apparatus in good order.

Scholarship—At the middle and close of each term a statement 
showing the progress and deportment of each pupil in the grades 
3 to 8 inclusive, and high school departments shall be sent to the 
parents. The committee requests parents to examine the same care- 
fully, sign and return. 

Kxaminations—In all grades above primary there shall be fre- 
quent written reviews, and examinations shall be held at the close 
of each term, and in case of absence of a pupil, such pupil must 
pass the examination before going on with the class. 
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Promotions—At the end of the year, at the close of the summer 
term in June, each pupil whose standing, computed, from daily 
recitations and the regular examinations, averages for all studies 
70 per cent shall be promoted to the next higher grade. A pupil 
whose average is less than 70 will seriously endanger his chances 
of promotion. 

Honors—The honors of valedictory and salutatory shall be 
assigned upon the basis for scholarship of the last year’s work. 

Rhetoricals—Regular exercises in essay writing and in decla- 
mation or recitations shall be held in all grades above primary, 
and such exercises shall be marked same as in other studies.

TEACHERS. 


At the close of the vacation in September only two of our for- 
mer teachers returned, Miss Cora Leamy and Mrs. Jessie F. Brown. 
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As principal of the high school, Mr. Charles W. Walker, a graduate 
of Brown university and a teacher of experience in the Providence 
schools was elected. Mr. George F. Hall took the place vacated by 
Miss Willey in the grammar school. 

Miss Georgia I. Stone and Miss Hazel Goodhue, graduates of 
the Plymouth normal school, were chosen for the sub-grammar 
and intermediate school rooms, respectively. 


OUTSIDE DISTRICTS. 


Miss Ina Carson and Miss Olive Thompson, graduates of Keene 
high school, were engaged for the West Hill and Merrifield dis- 
tricts, respectively. It was thought best and most economical to 
re-open the Merrifield school, thus saving in transportation, lessen- 
ing the congestion of the Center school, and saving the hardships 
of the winter to the smaller children. ‘The present membership is 
15 and the attendance has been good. The school has been pro- 
vided with a map, globe, teacher’s chair, etc., in addition to the 
equipment that was already there. 


PLAY. 


It is an old maxim, but a true one, that ““Wherever children 
are not kept busy, they will keep you busy.” We know that there 
are two ways to keep out of absolute idleness, working and playing. 
It seems to me that aside from school work, which of course should 
be and is compulsory, there should be more organized play before 
and after school and even at night. Cities are beginning to have 
a paid corps of trained teachers on the city play grounds during 
summer vacation. People who have studied the different aspects of 
juvenile crime, state that it is a paying proposition for a city to 
provide for supervised play, for children left to themselves soon 
get into mischief. In order not to be misunderstood, I want to 
make a few things plain. Jirst, that I beleve that there is not 
enough of either work or of play for children of the present genera- 


: 
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tion, in other words, there is too much absolute idleness. Second, 
that I would like to see more play and more work and less of what 
might be termed “just standing around.” I do want to encourage 
every effort for more and better work in school, as well as such 
efforts as corn clubs and potato clubs, and organized play, by teach- 
ers and church leaders. 


REPAIRS. 


During the summer of 1914, the school rooms were put in 
excellent shape. The desks were scraped and shellaced. The walls 
were kalsomined and the latest adjustable desks were put in the 
high school room. During the year a set of reference books has 
been added for the use of the grammar and high school students. 


GROWTH. 


The rooms are not now seriously over-crowded with the excep- 
tion of grades 2 and 3, where there are 56 children enrolled. The 
second grade is in charge of the primary teacher, Mrs. Brown, 
during part of the school day. | 

Perhaps the most surprising thing in regard to the growth of 
schools everywhere is the marked increase in the grammar grades. 
There are now 38 pupils registered in the 7th and 8th grades as 
against 12 three years ago, an increase of 300 per cent. This 
increase is mainly due to the law which provides that a pupil must 
attend until he or she is sixteen or has graduated from the gram- 
mar school. It is also probably due in part to the desire on the 
part of the parents for a longer school life for their children. I am 
glad to report this phenomenal increase in the upper grades of the 
Troy schools for I feel that it is a distinct advancement in educa- 
tional matters.

Assuming that a first grade pupil should be between the ages 
of six and seven, a second grade pupil between the ages of seven 
and eight, ete., it is easy to figure out the number of children who 
are too old for the grade in which they are placed. Perhaps one 
reason for this is that the children begin schooling too late. In my 
opinion, they should begin promptly at six or a trifle before that, 
provided they are mature children. At any rate, this is a problem 
which should receive serious attention from parents and_ school 


Troy 10 
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teachers with a view to correcting this condition in order that all 
may go as far as the second year in high school if possible. 


NIGHT SCHOOL. 

Principal Walker, in charge of the evening school, reports in 
regard to the school as follows: 

After obtaining the consent of the school board we installed 
bracket lamps and on Wednesday night, Jan. 27, opened evening 
school for the advanced students. That night there was an enroll- 
ment of 16. Since then the registration has increased until we now 
have enrolled a total of 42, of which 14 are young women. ‘The 
beginners’ class has an enrollment of 18. 

The evening school is using some old books which have been 
in the building for many years and which cannot be used by day 
students. 

The program of studies show the subjects demanded by the 
people, as this program was drawn up by the students on Jan. 27, 
and not by the teacher.

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REPORT OF SUPERVISOR OF DRAWING. 


Mr. William L. MacDonald, 
| Superintendent of Schools, 
roys NN. cH: 


I hereby submit my third annual report of the work done in 
drawing in the schools of this town. 


Outlines are provided for each teacher the first of each month. 
These outlines plan for two thirty-minute periods a week. ‘The 
general plan followed has been nature drawing and painting for 
September and October; vegetable and fruit painting and printing 
for November; December was devoted to Christmas work which 
consisted in making cards suitable for the season, pen wipers, needle 
cases, pictures, calendars, laundry and telephone lists. January and 
February wil! be given to group work in the upper grades, study of 
the circle in objects, drawing and cutting of toys and valentine 
work; March and a part of April will be constructive and imitative 
drawing and then will begin the study of spring growths. The 
study of the color harmonies was applied to color schemes for cos- 
tumes. 

Not all our results are good. It is not to be expected. It is 
expected that all papers should show care and be neat. KEven that 
expectation is not always realized, but it is a good thing to aim for. 
lt may be of interest to know, however, that the percentage of good 
papers secured in these schools is as high as that secured in the 
schools of two cities of high rank. I had an opportunity recently 
of visiting schools in these places and of seeing whole sets of papers 
and I took the trouble to find the percentage of good work in several 
sets there and of similar sets in our schools. I also found that the 
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same general plan of work was being used, 1. e., nature drawing, 
Thanksgiving and Christmas work, still life, ete. 

This year I have asked for some drawing by imitation and for 
some memory work. These are two features that are considered 
important by the Superimtendent of Drawing in New York. 

I wish to thank the teachers, superintendent and committee 
for their co-operation and for supplies provided.
